MISCELLANEOUS. 


A Supplementary Appropriation Bill 
for 1890, sanctioning the expenditure cf 
$539,101 was read o first time. The At- 
torney General explained that tho esti- 
mates for 1890, including extraordiuary ex- 
1) penditure, had oot been exceeded. A Bill 
lo amend The Widows’ and Orphans’ Pen- 
ious Ordinance, 1800, was read a firat 
time. A Bill to license the present 
Ohurob of the fumaculate Conception for 
the celebration of marringes fron the time 
of its opening was passed..

AMENDMENT OF THE WOMSN AND GIRZS’ 
ORDINANCE, 

The Acting Attotnsy General moved tho 
second reading of a Bill to amend the 
Women and Girls’ Protection Ordinance, 
1890. He said the object of the Bill was 
to introduce certain amendmente suggested 
by tho Sccrotary of State, and it contained 
peeizors that had apparently beev omitted 

yy an oversight, One clause provided that 
anybody: who falsely detained women by 
threatening legal proceedings should 
come under a peoalty, Tho Bill also 
gave’ back to tho Registrar General 
the power to enter any atspected 
brothel and arrest, without a warrant. 
Angther clause stopped the practice which 
the Chinese described as * Flying the 
White Pigeon.’ 

The Registrar General explained’ that the 
vil called ‘ Flying the white pigeon’ cun- 
sisted jn parents parting with their children 
for a certain sum of inuney to parties who 
wished to adopt them, then regaining 
possostion of them and threatening to 
gharge with attempted kidnapping if 
the rightfy] owner’ songht. to got 
them back. The prackica was very 
,osinijon. Parents w' wero guilty. of 
Buch ‘practiced: wore tot ptoper guard 
 fortheir children — S feuee
